1 . This Office Action responds to Applicant's amendment and drawings filed on 
4/3/2006 and interview conducted on 4/14/2006. Claims 1-7 are pending, wherein 
claims 1-2,5 have been amended and claims 3-4,6-7 have been withdrawn from 
consideration as being directed to non-elected inventions without traverse. Claims 1- 
2,5 have been examined and are allowed, wherein claims 3-7 are subjected to the 
following Examiner's Amendment. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 3- 
4,6-7 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 3-4,6-7 
been cancelled as given in the following Examiner's Amendment. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

As per claims 1-2,5, Applicant's amendment and arguments filed on 4/3/2006 set 
forth the patentability of Applicant's claimed invention which the prior arts made of 
record failed to teach or suggest (see Applicant's amendment filed on 4/3/2006, pages 
7-10). Other prior arts made of record similarly failed to teach or suggest the inventive 
steps/means as claimed. Furthermore, as per claim 5, the claim has been amended to 
overcome 35 USC 101 problem by placing it into one of the four statutory categories of 
invention (i.e., machine), in which the program embedded on the computer-readable 
medium would have the necessary ability of realizing the design program's functionality 
when executed by the computer (see Lowry, 32 F. 3d at 1583-84; 32 USPQ2d at 1035). 
Accordingly, the claimed invention is novel and un-obvious over the prior arts made of 
record.
